c e n t s per pound; in grease, skirted, 12 
cents per pound; if washed, double 
tnese rates; if scoured, treble. 
Seco nd class, in grease, unskirted, 11 
cents per pound; in grease, skirted, 13 
cents; if washed, double; if scoured, 
treble. 
Third class, worth not exceeding « 
cents per pound, 3 cents d uty ; worth 
over 0 cents and not exceeding 10. .5 
cents per iiound ; worth over 10 cents 
p<*r pound, 8 cents d uty ; if scoured, 
treble. 
These rates are much higher than 
those originally fixed by the senate com­ 
mittee. and the wool men regard them 
a<4 more advantageous than those of the 
house bill or than the McKinley law. 
There were present at the meeting 12 
or 15 senators^ represeutiug all the 
states in which wool is an industry of 
osiiecial importance. 
The near approach of the wool sched­ 
ule in the senate con.siderarion of the 
tariff bill ha.s caused the subject of the 
wool duties to receive unusual atten­ 
tion.

cents per pound; if washed, double 
ttiese rates ; if scoured, treble. 
Second class, in grease, unskirted, ll 
cents per pound ; in grease, skirted, l l 
cents; if washed, double; if scoured, 
treble. 
Third class, worth not exceeding 6 
cents per pound, 8 cents duty ; worth 
overt) cents and not exceeding IO. 5 
cents per pound ; worth over IO cents 
per pound, 8 cents d u ty ; if scoured, 
treble. 
These rates are much higher thau 
those originally fixed by the senate com­ 
mittee, aud the wool men regard them 
as more advantageous than those of the 
house bill or than the McKinley law. 
There were present at the m eeting l l 
or 16 senators, representing all the 
states in which wool is an industry of 
especial im portance. 
The near approach of the wool sched­ 
ule in the seuate consideration of the 
tariff bill has caused the subject of the 
wool duties to receive unusual atten­ 
tion. There w as at one tim e a prospect 
ol a Republican caucus on the subject, 
but it was decided instead, to present 
the claims of the wool men to the 
fin a n c e com m ittee with the hope that 
they would concede the increases uskmi. 
lf the concession is not made a caucus 
is probable. 
The schedule agreed upon was p re­ 
sented at the m eeting of the R epubli­ 
can members of the senate finance com­ 
mittee. 
For over three hours the ques­ 
tions presented were discussed in a con­ 
versational way, but uo definite con­ 
clusion!-; were reached. 
Among the 
senators present who asked for an in­ 
crease in til ■ wool duties us proposed 
by the senate were Messrs. M antle, 
Forager.

The progress made w ith the tariff’ 
hill during the past few days has en­ 
couraged m any senators to believe that 
the bill will be completed sooner than 
generally anticipated. 
There is a fair 
understanding between the Republican 
senators and their Democratic oppo­ 
nents th at the bill will not be delayed 
in any m anner by extended speeches j 
made for the purpose of delay. 
The 
senators seem anxious to get away as 
soon as possible. 
The Democrats will not come to any 
agreement as to fixing tim es for certain | 
schedules to be considered or to limit 
the time in any m anner until there eau , 
be a definite understanding as to the in­ 
tention of the Republicans concerning 
the proposed 
m onetary commission, j 
which it is said the president will 
recommend before the adjournm ent of 
congress. 
S e n a te s who are in charge 
of the opposition to the bill served 
notice on some Republican senators 
that if there should be an attem pt to 
pass a bill for a monetary commission.

He said ne had looked over the ground 
at G rant street and in Bradshaw addi­ 
tion and did not thiuk it advisable to 
enlarge the Grant street building, as 
nearly IOO families lived in Croxall’s, 
Starkey’s and B runt’s additions w*ho , 
had very far to go to school and he 
thought it would lie well to buy on 
Sheridan avenue, as it would also be 
closer to Peake’s and Simms’ addition 
and would then relieve the Grant and j 
Sixth street and W est End schools. He 
said the First U. P. church had a chapel 
in Sheridan avenue, 82x50 and they 
were thinking of locating across the 
river. 
He had conferred 
with the 
trustees, 
and 
they 
would 
lease 
the building. 
Temporary partitions 
could be put in and it would make very 
fine school rooms. 
It has a basement 
and is heated by stoves with registers 
in the door. There are two vacant lots 
each 40x120 which could be bought 
should the hoard ever decide to build on 
the site. 
He closed by stating that his 
recommendation would Im* to drop the 
G rant strict project, and appoint a com­ 
m ittee or rat lier the whole board to look 
over the ground. The cost of lots iii 
Bradshaw was estimated at from$100to 
$000. 
The committee were continued 
w ith instructions to get prices on avail­ 
able lots in Bradshaw addition, and to 
secure the engineer for sometime in the 
near future and the board will go over 
the entire ground. 
The subject of repairing the buildings 
was brought up, and the clerk was in­ 
structed to make specifications and ad­ 


v e r t i s e for bids for painting woodwork 
and tinning of the brick buildings. 
Professor Sailor presented a current 
issue of the American Encyclopedia, and 
the bill for $6 went on the payroll.

pared with $102,864,204 in 1893, toe 
year preceding the breaking out of the 
war. 
This was a falling off of more 
than 50 per cent iii three years. 
Hot urns already available for the cur­ 
rent fiscal year indicate a still further 
decline, the records for the nine months 
ending March HI, 1807. placing the total 
Value of the trade for that period as low 
as $14,020,817. 
At this rate the figures 
for the fiscal year 185*7 will hardly 
reach $1.0,OOO.MX), or lea* than one-fifth 
the value re< orded for I Situ. During the 
early years of the present decade our 
Cuban trade has received a material 
impetus, the years 1887 to 1898 inclu­ 
sive showing uninterrupted gains, and, 
but for the opening of the war, a "till 
greater expansion, it is predicted, prob­ 
ably woula have followed.

Democrat cf St. Louis presents the lat­ 
est claims in th** evidence of a Professor 
Alfn d Eldrige of Montreal as to recent 
discoveries mad** by him in Alaska. 
Prof*‘ Hor Eldrige’« statements to the 
correspondent were, iii brief, as follow’s: 
“ At the mouth of the Kuwalik river, 
on the shore of Kotzebue sound, I en­ 
countered a small settl* meiit of Indians, 
who were much surprised at my desire 
to proc* Kl up the stream. 
“ Th*- chief did all in his power to 
persuade me to abandon my project, ex* 
plaining unbearable perils galore which 
I would be certain to encounter. The 
savages seemed to think the district 
cursed by the Go at spirit, and nothing 
could tempt them to set foot on it. 
“ I did not feel uneasy, however, un­ 
til I arr iv* d at th* mouth of til© Kn- 
w’alik. 
As I entered the mouth of this 
frozen river it seemed as though I could 
read, 'Abandon hope, all ye who enter 
here,' written across its horizon, and 
th<* vision of a possible Dante an ‘Infer­ 
no’ beyond amazed me. 
"O n the border of a little lake where 
I stopped my attention was drawn to a 
spot half way up a steep peak, which 
had evidently suffered some recent dis­ 
turbance. 
On arriving at the situation 
I saw that a great body of earth had 
broken away and nilled down the moun­ 
tain. 
“ The first thing to attract me was 
the discovery of a small piece of broken 
earthenware, light brown in color, with 
an artistically worked trimming of 
Greek design worked in black pigment. 
It was just such a piece as those I had 
found in New Mexico some years be­ 
fore, and any one can imagine my 
amazement at its discovery in that 
quarter. 
“ I turned quickly to scan the sides of 
the earth where the avalanche had torn 
it apart, and iii the midst of tho crevice, 
not 800 yards aw ay from when* I stood, 
I saw* the protrusion of a w’all of dull 
gray masonry, crumbling and broken, 
but showing beyond all doubt, even at 
that distance, that the builder was hu­ 
man. On making further investigations 
I found evidences of numerous other 
walls at a distance of 30 or more feet 
apart, and some of them revealed cor­ 
ners of masonry. 
" It soon became evident to me that I 
had discovered an American Pompeii 
through tin* work of the avalanche. The 
remains of houses I saw’ were undoubt­ 
edly those of a prehistoric city, covered 
with earth and debris, which had hid­ 
den it through some volcanic action, 
possibly during, but most likely long 
after, its desertion, centuries on centu­ 
ries ago. 
"A ll of the masonry was of beautiful 
symmetry, constructed of hewn sand­ 
stone blocks of an approximately even 
size*, laid in strong mortar beds and 
w ith the joints broken. There were 
many pieces of broken pottery and other 
articles of domestic use lying around the 
ruins. 
| 
"B ut I sought higher game, and after 
preparing a w ooden handle to a copper 
spado which I picked up on the scene 
I went to digging most industriously.

immediately 
my antiquated 
spade unearthed a few more fragments 
of pottery, which seemed an ominous 
sign. 
As I reached about six feet be­ 
neath th** surface pots, vases, cups, 
plates, jugs, pipes and numerous articles 
of doubtful use and too heavy to bring 
away with me were uncovered with al­ 
most every I brunt of the spade. The last 
articles my spade revealed were mixed 
sizes of arrow’s, spears of odd design, 
scrapers, hatchets and drills. 
“ I dug into a square room which bad 
no window’s in the walls. Here I found 
some of the finest specimens of pottery 
I have ever seen. 
They were beautiful­ 
ly decorated and finished in a way 
that is a lost art to modem potters. 
There were many exquisitely shaped jars, 
about 8 feet tall aud as perfectly pre­ 
served as the china just delivered from 
the hands of our nineteenth century 
potters—if anything, more artistically 
proportioned,

study to see an undeniable connection 
between the evidence of prehistoric in­ 
habitation in 
Spanish-America 
and 
those which I have unearthed, in north­ 
ern Alaska, a fact which opens an en­

made cylindrical in form, is now almost 
without ixception made square. 
The 
im lf f* < der commended itself at oimc 
ut rn its introduction and it soon came 
into wide use. 
Its utility was every­ 
where recognized. 
It was not then, 
however, so perfect in detail as it has 
pine*' been made. 
The magazine w as at 
first made larger than WM really neces­ 
sary, even for the purpose of such a 
stove. In a large size n It feeder, stand­ 
ing pretty high generally, the opening 
into the magazine at the top, through 
which the coal was poured, was so high 
th at it became quite a task to lift a 
scuttle of coal up to it. This was not so 
nra< h noticed at the very outset, w hoa 
people were more impressed by Other 
features, but it speedily became a con­ 
sideration of importance. It was said at 
the time that in feeding some of the 
stoves a stepladder was needed. 
It cer­ 
tainly did require a considerable degree 
of exertion. 
The ornamentation of the stove at 
that time consisted of moldings and 
bauds, and perhaps of wreaths in low 
relief, east upon the upper part of the 
cylinder, looped around the top, and the 
stove was often surmounted with an 
ornamental urn. All this made a hand­ 
some stove, as stoves w’ent, but it was 
felt that something better might be pro­ 
duced in the way of style aud finish 
and that it was practically essential that 
something should be done to lower the 
feed. These two requisites to the high­ 
est development and greater success of 
the self feeding parlor stove were form­ 
ulated in the phase “ high art aud low 
feed” once familiar iii the trade. 
The 
demands were promptly met. 
To bring the feed lower, the w’holo 
stove was lowered wherever it could be 
done, a trifle being taken here and 
there, the grate w’as lowered a little, 
and the magazine w*as reduced in size 
where that could be done 
and still 
leave it of ample size to meet essential 
requipments. The effect of these changes 
was to bring the feed down to win re it 
is today, within convenient reach, and 
the general lowering of the structure of 
the stove was in keeping also with the 
new outward shape that was adopted, 
square instead of round, the fire pot, 
however, remaining round. 
At first in the ornamentation of 
stoves of the new design tiles were used 
freely and some of the parts of the 
stoves or their trimmings were nickel 
plated. Tiles are still Used to a consid­ 
erable extent. 
Nickel plating is more 
freely used than at first, and bronze'is 
now used also. 
While the stoves are in 
outline and effect square it does not fol­ 
low’ that they are flat sided. 
Some are 
recessed, some have swell sides. 
They 
are made in various modifications of 
shape and in a great variety of styles of 
finish as to ornamentation iii tiles and 
uiekel plaiting, and in a great variety 
of ornamental patterns reproduced in 
the castings themselves. Many of these 
stoves are tasteful as well as elaborate. 
“ High art and low’ feed” are combined 
in them.—New York Sun.

TwlBtlBg To bacco . 
When the raw leaf tobacco reaches the 
factory, it is in large hogsheads, packed 
tightly and done up in “ hands,” just as 
it comes from the curing house. 
The 
first process is to strip the stems out of 
the w ide red leaves and smooth the 
heaviest of them into long strips for 
wrappers. 
These are dampened so they 
w ill roll readily without bursting. Then 
they are handed over to the skilled 
workmen, who turn them into hand 
some tw ists like magic. This process is 
most interesting and shows what skill 
may be acquired by practice. 
Each 
workman stands at a long table, upon 
which are piled the loose fillers 
and 
wrappers. 
At his right is a rack pro­ 
vided w ith a slat bottom, which allows 
the tw ists to dry. 
Deftly taking up a 
handful of loose tobacco and two long, 
slender leaves, the workman quickly 
transforms the mass into a long roll and 
doubles it into an ounce or tw o ounce 
twist. Each workman has a Kmall coun­ 
ter scale at hand, set to weigh the exact 
amount of tobacco he is to put in each 
twist. 
So skillful do these men become 
that they 8car« *ely ever miss the correct 
w eight the fraction of an ounce. 
The 
best workmen roll from 1,800 to 2,000 
of these tw ists a day.— Kansas City Star.

cool, step out upon an open porch or 
stand at an open window and fill the 
lungs moderately full, breathing pre 
cisely as one does for the most violent 
exercise—that is, in short, quick, deep 
inspirations, each one occupying not 
over two seconds. 
Use the muscles to 
expand tile lungs and chest, and inhale 
all the air tensible. 
If the exercise 
causes pain or giddiness, Rtop at once. 
1 This is the natural consequence of the 
action aud docs no barm, provided it is 
not continued. After a few minutes, 
when all unpleasant feeling has passed 
away, repeat the effort. This may be 
done two or three times within an hour 
or so aud should be followed up day 
after day at intervals of from one to 
several hours. If the patient is very del­ 
icate, three times a day is enough for a 
beginning. 
In a very short time a 
marked improvement will be perceived.

T w isting Tobacco. 
When the raw leaf tobacco reaches the 
factory, it is in large hogsheads, packed 
tightly and done up in “ hands,” jugt as 
it cornea from the curing house. 
The 
first process is to strip the stems out of 
the wide red leaves and smooth the 
heaviest of them into long strips for 
wrappers. 
These are dampened so they 
will roll readily without bursting. Then 
they are handed over to the skilled 
workmen, who turn them into hand­ 
some twists like magic. This process is 
most interesting aud shows what skill 
may be acquired by practice. 
Each 
workman stands at a long table, upon 
which are piled the loose fillers 
and 
wrappers. 
At his right is a rack pro­ 
vided with a slat bottom, which allows 
the twists to dry. 
Deftly taking up a 
handful of loose tobacco aud two long, 
slender leaves, the workman quickly 
transforms the mass into a long roll .md 
doubles it into an ounce or two ounce 
twist. Each workman has a small coun­ 
ter scale at hand, set to weigh the exact 
amount of tobacco he is to put in each 
twist. So skillful do these men become 
that they scarcely ever miss the correct 
weight the fraction of an ounce. 
The 
best workmen roll from 1,800 to 2,000 
of tiiese twists a day.—Kansas City Star.

He wa s certa inly not over 
three feet ta ll, but he was active and 
muscular and, like a il his race, could 
endure hunger, tliirst, fa tig ue and c<dd 
The Tartars were unexcelled in the 
management of their lx*autiful hor-» s. 
The fleetest a nim als were trained to 
stop short in full career, and to face 
without rtiiiching w ild lieust or ffirmi- 
dttble foe. Casan was a born soldi^T, and 
at an early age liecame exis rt in a ll the 
exercises that belonged to a Tartar edu­ 
cation. He could manage a fiery courser 
w ith great skill and could shoot an ar­ 
row or throw a lance w ith unerring 
aim, in full career, advancing or re­ 
treating. 
Like many of those small in stature, 
he was a nything but puny in spirit, 
and w hile yet a lad he gathered about 
him a troop of w ild young Tartar boys 
us reckless and daring as him self, of 
whom by common cons**nt he lierame 
leader.

If the p olice officer does his duty, 
then he should have the sup }>ort and 
backing of every gorsi citizen. If he 
neglects or dmlges his duty, then he 
should be dismissed from the force, and 
this will be his fate, if mayor and mar­ 
shal are the right men for the p lace.

To say that a woman has 
read the last is equivalent to saying 
that she has something in her. A draw­ 
ing room and dressing room (*omp lete 
the house, for such a thing as a resi­ 
dential club for women is still unheard 
of in Imlia. A brown, besp ectacle« ! na­ 
tive sits on duty at a table on the ve­ 
randa. 
His function is to keep the ac­ 
counts and to send round the subscrip ­ 
tion lK)ok every month, when collections 
are made. 
The cluhwoineu all go in for athlet­ 
ics. 
Attached to every clubhouse is a 
large hall with an earthen floor. This

land—and the scandalous report that 
General Z.’s great-great grandm other 
was “ dark.” A person who has never 
been in India cannot comprehend the 
gravity of this last m atter. Snob an ac­ 
cusation is worse than saying that a 
m an had ne great-great-graudm othcr at 
all. 
The clubhouse is a largo, roomy bun­
